Although area, rock fans might be disap- 
pointed, the news that the rock concert slated 
to be held August 15, on the William Zeigler 
property on Rte. 173, near Thelen's Gravel 
Pit" in~Antioch ..Township, has been can- - 
celled, can only serve to to give law en- 
forcement agencies of three counties and two 
states'-a sense of relief, noting the unruly ac- 
tivities known to usually surround such con- 
certs. : 

Zeigler, owner of the property where the 
rock festival was to be held, said that he was 
just-the-landlord but claimed to feel sorryfor— 
the promoters, one from McHenry and 
another from Kansas City, Kan., since they 
had gone to considerable expense ploughing 
crops under, etc. 

Zeigler said that the reason the concert 
was called off was that "We couldn't get a 
simple, letter from Sheriff Brown okaying it 
and now it's already too late for advertising 
and all the other things involved." 

According to James Donaldson, Lake 
County Sheriff's Dept., the department that 
has the final say so on the issuance of per- 
mits allowing events of this type, the present 
ordinance that the county has governing out- 
door activities does not take into con- 
sideration this kind of gathering and the type 
of crowd i t a ttracts . . =^-_ 

Giving an example, Donaldson said, "The 
security needed at this type of event would be 
greater than that needed at a county fair." 

The chief deputy said that the ordinance is 
in the process of being revised, but could not 
be gotten together in time for the concert. 
■ Zeigler claims that he could find no eviden- 
ce of work being done on any ordinance 
through the county. 

"We had asked the attorney for Zeigler and 
the promoters; Lou Bridges, Waukcgan, to 
Tn^t"lvitlrTrs~when _ theyjcalled-and-can i ~ 
celled," says Donaldson. 

When asked why the Lake County Sheriff's 
Dept. had;bkayed. the Blue Grass concert 
scheduled for Sunday, August 2, in the nor- 
theastern corner of Lake County, near 1-94 in 
Russell, Donaldson said_"We were able to 
meet with the -promoters" of the Blue Grass 
concer t and determine the amount of the, 
. crowd, if alcoholic beverages wefeto"be i sold _
